L|i no more indication of angling skill — it's an 
Cf of God! Once the bass is hooked on flimsy 
[jyrod tackle all one can do is to trust to lack, 
regard less of experience or angling skill. The 
£$h ‘usually gets all the breaks and when it 
flames to netting him—well, you do or you don't. 
| On Lake Argcnta last May I rowed the boat 
vhilt E C. Bates of Altamont Hotel fame landed 
3I | eleven pound bass on a fly-rod, and on sev- 
cri l occasions along the St. John's river I wit 
rcssed big bass landed by the expert fiy-rod- 
d;rs who came to Orlando to engage in the 
Southern casting tournament but about fifty per 
cent of the fish hooked made their escape after 
ruining several costly fly-rod tips. 

Recently in the vicinity of Pensacola 1 rowed 
ilk boat for the best fly-rod fisherman I have 
ever me£ and he modestly stated he was not an 
expert caster. In less than three hours fishing 
■t bunded four bass weighing lOj^, 9^&* L0 
HL 5 ozs., and 7% pounds respectively, using a 
HeddurTs Bill Stanley fly-rod and a bass-bug 
manufactured by the South Bend Bait Com- 
p|ny. And it was not a good day for bass 
Hung at that. 


| Tbe hyacinths again threaten the bass fishing 
Hpng the St. John's river from Savage's Camp 
m Cane Lake, including the famous bass waters 
b; the vicinity of Pa w^ Paw, and the river is 
now completely jammed. The hyacinth jams 
prevent fish migrating from the deep waters 
ihcy frequent during the summer months into 
the doughs and lakes tributary to the river and 
imlcss the great jams now formed are broken up 
pd permitted to float away the bass fishing this 
w-nter may be ruined. A group of local sports- 
tnen headed by Hank Heath are furnishing 
bats and motors to assist the workmen in re¬ 
moving the hyacinths and they should be aided 
by every fisherman in Orlando “Let George
